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CULTURE  OF  WATER  LILIES 

Partly  fill  small  pools  or  tubs  with  6  or  8  inches  of  soil,  using  about  one-third  well  rotted 
manure.  After  planting  the  Water  Lilies,  place  a  couple  of  inches  of  sand  or  gravel  on  top  of  the 
dirt  (to  keep  water  clean) ,  and  add  the  water.  When  the  plants  are  first  placed  in  the  pool,  it  is 
advisable,  when  possible,  only  to  add  a  few  inches  of  water  over  the  soil  level,  as  this  allows  the 
sun  rays  to  penetrate  and  reach  the  young  plants,  thus  letting  them  take  hold  more  easily.  After 
they  have  been  in  a  short  time  add  the  balance  of  the  water. 

TANK  OR  WASH  TUB 

It  is  not  necessary  to  have  a  cement  pool  to  have  a  Water  Garden.  A  wash  tub  can  be  sunk 
in  the  ground,  or  if  a  larger  one  is  desired  a  galvanized  tank  can  be  quickly  made  at  any  Tin  Shop. 
Twelve  to  fifteen  inches  deep  will  do  nicely.  For  those  not  permanently  located,  this  kind  of  pool 
has  its  advantages.
